WASHINGTON 
(N EA )- Or­ 
ganized crime costs y ou r family 
and mine $1,000 a y ear—$50 billion 
nationwide. 
It’s ex panding into legitimate 
bu sinesses and fu eling the corru p­ 
tion of officials and police. Yet, 
we’re bu mbling ou r attack s on the 
sy ndicates—going after insignifi­ 
cant targets, ignoring the ju gu lar. 
No sy ndicate can operate on any 
important scale for any length of 
time withou t large pay offs to offi­ 
cials or police, u su ally both. So 
long as these au thorities go free, or 
if only a bribe recipient here or 
there is cau ght and jailed, a 
clamp-down on organized crime is 
impossible. 
Inv estment capital and work ing 
capital are essential to any major 
sy ndicate operation. Bu t ou r at­ 
tack s on organized crime, in the 
main, ignore these tru isms. 
We are so obsessed with the 
thou ght we mu st catch the man 
actu ally ru nning dope, stealing, 
strongarming or hijack ing, that we 
end u p with a barrel of small fry 
and, in total, a few billion dollars 
worth recov ered from the $50 bil­ 
lion the sy ndicates tak e home. 
The men can be replaced at a 
dime a dozen. And the sy ndicate 
losses from law enforcement offi­ 
cers represent a miniscu le per­ 
centage of the tax es most of u s pay . 
There are, as indicated abov e, 
only two roads to effectiv e sy ndi­ 
cate bu sting. 
Some means mu st be fou nd to 
search ou t and identify criminally 
acq u ired monies, which is not so 
difficu lt as it sou nds. And all su ch 
money , wherev er inv ested, ev en in 
legitimate enterprises, be confis­ 
cated. This may prov e ex ceedingly 
difficu lt bu t there are laws which, 
in the main, wou ld mak e this possi­ 
ble. 
Fu rther, there mu st be prov i­ 


sions for fines so large that sy ndi­ 
cate operators, once cau ght, wou ld 
hav e to dig so deeply into their cap­ 
ital and the capital of their asso­ 
ciates, they might find a comeback 
nex t to impossible. 
Ty pically , fines today are so 
small in comparison with profits, 
conv ictions normally pu t no crimp 
in the illegal operations of large or 
middle-sized sy ndicates. 
It isn’t enou gh to merely recov ­ 
er stolen goods. 
Ev en the arrest and conv iction 
of middle and u pper rank sy ndicate 
management hardly giv es pau se to 
the operations. The top men are 
seldom cau ght and ev en more 
rarely conv icted. Moreov er, it is 
money that mak es the operation 
go. More men will alway s be 
av ailable for the sy ndicate if the 
money is there to pay them. 
The second emphasis mu st 
come in a v astly ex panded driv e to 
determine what officials and what 
police are receiv ing bribes. 
An au dit sy stem on personal 
spending and liv ing standards 
mu st be set u p for those police and 
officials in positions able to do fa­ 
v ors for sy ndicates and major 
white collar criminals. Nev er mind 
the small fry —officials and police 
who can mak e a dishonest bu ck 
here and there by letting some in­ 
significant lawbreak er off. There’s 
neither the manpower nor dollars 
to monitor both the small-time 
chiseler and the big operator. Bu t it 
might be effectiv e to u se the little 
man to giv e ev idence on the men 
higher u p. 
In a real sense, the last pair of 
sentences is the moral of this col­ 
u mn. Worry less abou t nu mbers of 
cases and small conv ictions. Worry 
more abou t dry ing u p large 
amou nts of sy ndicate capital. 
Shoot for the big deal, then mu ch of 
the smaller crime may fall by the 
way side.

As ev ery one who has attended it 
k nows, the School of Hard Knock s 
has a pretty tou gh cu rricu lu m. 
More and more edu cators and 
college administrators are begin­ 
ning to realize that ex perience is, 
indeed, a good teacher and that 
what it teaches may be worthy of 
academic recognition for people in 
all walk s of life who, for any nu m­ 
ber of reasons, hav e not continu ed 
their formal edu cations bey ond 
high school and may not hav e the 
time or money to spend fou r y ears 
on a campu s or ev en longer in night 
school. 
This y ear, more than 100,000 
people will be tak ing a v ariety of 
tests that may help them gain u p to 
two y ears of college credit withou t 
ev er setting foot in a classroom, 
say s the Carnegie Corporation of 
New York in a report on “nontradi- 
tional edu cation.” 
At 50 colleges in New York , for 
ex ample, hu ndreds of state troop­ 
ers are seek ing college credit for 
their classes at the state’s police 
academy . 
“Show u s what y ou ’v e done in 
the cou rse of y ou r life,” adv ertises 
one large eastern u niv ersity , “and 
if it’s solid, we’ll giv e y ou academ­ 
ic credit.” 
Since the mid-19 6 0s, the College 
Lev el Ex amination Program set 
u p by the College Entrance Ex ami­ 
nation Board has condu cted a na­ 
tional sy stem of ex aminations in a 
v ariety of su bject areas to ev alu ate 
what people hav e learned throu gh 
independent stu dy . 
All k inds of people—janitors, 
company presidents, hou sewiv es— 
hav e been motiv ated to earn col­ 
lege degrees becau se they hav e 
been able to cu t a y ear or so from 
the conv entional two-y ear or fou r- 
y ear program. 
The Regents Ex ternal Degree 
Program of the Univ ersity of New 


York awards degrees to people 
whose k nowledge and abilities, 
howev er they hav e been gained, 
are ju dged to be eq u al to a college- 
sponsored edu cation. 
These ex ternal degrees hav e 
been won by thou sands of serv ice­ 
men for a combination of military 
cou rses, regu lar college classes 
and competency tests, and by citi­ 
zens of nearly ev ery state. 


Another sou rce of non tradition­ 
al edu cation that is gaining recog­ 
nition is in the cou rses and pro­ 
grams condu cted by indu stry , la­ 
bor u nions, and gov ernment, as 
well as su ch cu ltu ral organizations 
as mu seu ms. Tak en together, they 
prov ide a formidable array of 
cou rses which, according to one es­ 
timate, inv olv e 32 million Ameri­ 
cans. Many of the cou rses are com­ 
parable to college-lev el stu dies. 


A new program, the “Coopera­ 
tiv e Assessment of Ex periential 
Learning” (CAEL), is a joint effort 
of the Edu cational Testing Serv ice 
in Princeton, N.J., in 160 institu ­ 
tions arou nd the cou ntry . One 
woman who needed a degree to ad­ 
v ance in the civ il serv ice had 10 
y ears of ex perience as a book k eep­ 
er that she thou ght gav e her 
k nowledge eq u iv alent to what stu ­ 
dents learn in sev eral accou nting 
cou rses. Throu gh a CAEL institu ­ 
tion, she receiv ed academic credit 
for her work ex perience. 
Say s CAEL Director Warren 
Willingham: “ Thirty -y ear-olds 
aren’t 
18 -y ear-olds. They hav e 
done a v ariety of things in their 
liv es. In the process of work , trav el 
or v olu ntary ex periences, they 
hav e learned mu ch that has real 
academic merits. 
“What they k now may not fall 
neatly into categories lik e biology 
or introdu ctory psy chology , bu t 
they often deserv e credit for it ju st 
the same.”

Impe achme nt mov e 
grows in Arge ntina 


BUENOS AIRES (LENS)— 
Last week ’s pock et rebellion by a 
grou p of arch-Catholic, nationalist 
air force officers brok e all the 
ru les. First by tak ing action on 
Dec. 18, three day s past the tradi­ 
tional cu t-off date for Argentine 
cou ps when the weather gets too 
su ltry (ov er 100 degrees) and 
thou ghts hav e tu rned to Christ­ 
mas. Second, cou ps are not meant 
to be staged by the air force, the 
most ju nior serv ice, and certainly 
not by a grou p with no more effec­ 
tiv e strik e power than a few light 
training planes. Fou r day s later 
the rev olt was ov er bu t the political 
crisis simmered on. 
The rebels were impu dent 
enou gh. After seizing the Moron air 
base and the Bu enos Aires civ il air­ 
port, they bu zzed the air force 
headq u arters, gov ernment hou se 
and the presidential residence, and 
then seized radio transmitters to 
broadcast an hou r or two of moral­ 
istic commu niq u es, lacerating the 
president for corru ption and inca­ 
pacity . 
They made ou trageou s claims, 
asserting that they had the su pport 
of all bu t one or two of the major 
air bases. In fact their strength did 
grow, simply becau se the gov ern­ 
ment did not k now what to do once 
the army commander had washed 
his hands of the matter. General 
Jorge Videla, hu rriedly retu rned 
from a goodwill v isit to Venezu ela, 
annou nced that the army wou ld not 
interv ene, that he did not agree 
with the rebels’ plan to mak e him 
president and that “responsible in­ 
stitu tions” shou ld come u p with a 
rapid solu tion. 
After retiring sev en more senior 
officers, Mrs. Peron finally man­ 
aged to appoint a new air force 
commander, Brigadier Orlando 
Ramon Agosti, who sees ey e to ey e 
with General Videla. She then or­

All the recipient cou ntries ex ­ 
cept for Hu ngary and Ru mania try 
to jam the two stations—at an esti­ 
mated cost that wou ld easily pay 
for the whole of the BBC’s ex ternal 
broadcasting. Bu t there is strong 
ev idence that the message gets 
throu gh. 
CIA su pport for the stations 
u sed to be an embarassment for 
the West in the contex t of the in­ 
creasing chu mminess between 
Washington and Moscow. Some 
people began to feel that Senator 
Fu lbright had a point when he 
called the stations “cold war rel­ 
ics.” 
On top of this political hesitation 
came the fall of the dollar—and 
most of the costs of the two stations 
were 
in ev er-more-ex pensiv e 
German mark s. So there was both 
an ideological and a financial cri­ 
sis. 
Both crises are now largely 
past. The combined stations re­ 
ceiv e an annu al Congressional ap­ 
propriation : the latest one of 
arou nd $65 million inclu des com­ 
pensation for staff who are losing 
their jobs.

Eu rope and Radio Liberty , the two 
American-financed stations in 
Mu nich that broadcast to Ru ssia 
and Eastern Eu rope, are now to 
come together u nder one roof. How 
long, the West German press has 
been ask ing with alarm, will they 
hav e ev en that? 
The answer is that both stations 
hav e come throu gh a period when 
few were willing to giv e more than 
an ev en bet on their continu ed ex ­ 
istence. They are u ndergoing a 
painfu l slimming cu re. Bu t now 
that they are getting their money 
openly , instead of u nder the cou n­ 
ter from the CIA, their fu tu re is 
probably more secu re than it was. 
This news will reliev e those mil­ 
lions in Eastern Eu rope for whom 
the two stations hav e long been the 
main sou rce of news. Radio Free 


came the establishment of a board 
in Washington that ov ersees the 
ru nning of the stations. The board 
driv es a hard bargain—staff hav e 
been cu t, du plicate fu nctions hav e 
been eliminated—bu t the radios’ 
serv ice seems as good as before. 
The accent these day s is less on 
comment and more on news, on 
what is happening both in the West 
and in the East. The idea is to giv e 
people enou gh facts to mak e u p 
their own minds—plu s the broad­ 
casting of work s by dissident Sov i­ 
et writers. 
This may not be what the Com­ 
mu nists mean by detente, bu t it fits 
well enou gh into the landscape of 
free ex change of people, informa­ 
tion and ideas enshrined in the se­ 
cu rity conference docu ment signed 
in Helsink i last su mmer.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
institution of marriage appar­ 
ently is faring poorly with 
young Americans. More are re­ 
maining single and those who 
do marry are divorcing or sep­ 
arating at higher rates, the 
Census Bureau says. 
A census report 
released 
Tuesday on marital status and 
living arrangements 
in the 
United States in the first half of 
the 197 0s also showed a contin­ 
uation of trends toward a great­ 
er number of families headed 
by women and more children 
living with single parents. 
Based on its nationwide an­ 
nual survey, conducted last 
March, the bureau said the 
number of persons between 25 
and 34 years of age who never 
married has increased by about 
50 per cent since 197 0, from 2.9 
million to 4 .2 million persons. 
And the number of persons in 
that age group heading their 
own household almost doubled, 
from 915,000 to 1.8 million, the 
report said. 
As a result, the number of 
persons in the young adult age 
group living away from their 
parents’ homes rose from 592,- 
000 in 197 0 to 1.2 million in 197 5, 
the study said. It reported that 
the percentage of young adults 
living alone increased from 21.2 
per cent of all 25-to 34 -year-olds 
to 28.5 per cent during the five 
year period. 
Census demographer Arthur 
Norton said the trend of young 


people living away from their 
parental home may level off 
soon, however. He cited bureau 
surveys of social indicators 
which show “ there still seems 
to be a high regard for family 
life,” although he said statistics 
have yet to reflect a leveling 
trend. 
On dissolution of marriages, 
the report noted that in 197 5 10 
per cent of all persons 25 to 54 
years old who had ever mar­ 
ried were reported as either di­ 
vorced and not remarried or 
separated. The 197 0 figure was 
7 per cent. 
One consequence of higher di­ 
vorce and separation rates has 
been an increase in the number 
of families headed by women 
and the number of children liv­ 
ing with only one parent. 
The study revealed that in 
197 5, 80 per cent of all children 
under 18 lived with both par­ 
ents, compared with 85 per cent 
five years earlier. 
In the same period, the num­ 
ber of families headed by wom­ 
en jumped by 1.6 million to 7 .2 
million. That means the per­ 
centage of families headed by 
women increased from 11 per 
cent in 197 0 to 13 per cent in 
1975.

More anti- social kids than ever, but 
Don't blame the working mother

No m o th er wo u ld argu e th e po int 
th at o u r ch ildren are o u r co u ntry ’s 
m o st im po rtant asset— no t ev en wo rk­ 
ing m o th ers, I.E ., m o th ers wh o wo rk 
o u tside th e h o me. 
Yet wo rking mo th ers, wh o se nu m ­ 
bers are increasing each y ear, bear th e 
bru nt o f criticism fo r many o f th e ills o f 
o u r so ciety as th ey relate to ch ildren. 
We h av e beco me h andy scapego ats fo r 
anti-libbers, law enfo rcem ent o fficials, 
new spaper co lu mnists, edu cato rs and 
so cio lo gists, amo ng o th ers. 
Fo r th e mo st part it’s a bu m rap.

Retired raiiroader 
misses good oid days 


P E O RIA , 
111. (A P ) — The 
nights were cold, the work was 
dangerous and the cabooses 
had bedbugs, but Lem Reath 
misses those days as a switch­ 
man during the heyday of the 
barrel-belly steam locomotive. 
Reath, 73, retired in 1965, 
some time after the belching 
steam engine faded from Am er­ 
ican railroading. Now, almost 
everyone else who worked with 
him is gone too. 
“ They’re dead now, most of 
them that I served with,’’ he 
said. “ There’s no way I can go 
back. I ’m 73 now.” 
But Reath still has his old 
Rock Island Lines time card, 
his ancient kerosene lantern 
and the first electric lantern he 
used when they came into use 
during World W ar II. 
He 
began 
training 
as 
a 
switchman at age 16, under his 
father. Those were the times 
when a switchman made $6.32 
for eight hours work, and the 


apprenticeship was rugged. 
“ (M y father) was plenty hard 
on me,” recalls Reath. “ I re­ 
member once I was working 
for him in the yards and he 
asked me if I wasn’t tired. I 
told him no, but he said for me 
to 
go 
on 
home... then 
he 
called in someone else to help 
him .” 
“ I asked him later why, and 
he told me straight out I just 
wasn’t doing the job and until I 
could he just couldn’t take a 
chance on my help,” he said. 
At that time Reath was what 
the railroaders called a “ pi­ 
geon” —a new employe. Later, 
he wound up teaching pigeons 
of his own about the dangers of 
switchmen’s work. 
“ Don’t ask me about the ac­ 
cidents—boy, I ’ve seen them 
cut in half. Steel on steel hurts, 
I always told my pigeons,” said 
Reath. 
“ We called the young ones 
we trained pigeons, because we 
Meditation popular 
at federal prison 


SEA G O V ILLE, Tex. (A P ) — 
When Dan Bernard settles into 
his yoga position for his daily 
meditation, he has little reason 
to worry that he w ill be dis­ 
turbed. 
Bernard, 32, is serving time 
at the Federal Correctional In­ 
stitution here where meditation 
has become so popular that 321 
of the 450 inmates and the asso­ 
ciate warden have taken in­ 
struction in meditation. 
“ I have a deep inner peace 
now and a sense of personal 
ethics I never had before,” said 
Bernard, in prison on a narcot­ 
ics violation. 
Brian Bunk, a psychologist at 
the minimum security facility, 
said the results of a recent sur­ 
vey of 100 inmates who had 
taken the course indicated they 
“ became more able to live with 
themselves and the loneliness 
of prison” because of medita­ 
tion. 
Bunk said the meditation in­ 
volves the continuous repetition 
of a word (or m antra) in a qui­ 
et 
atmosphere 
bringing 
on 
deep, introspective thought. 
But Bunk says the success of 
the program comes from it 
being taught by inmates, rather 
than staff personnel or out­ 
siders. 
“ The resident teachers are 
how the program began in the 
first place,” said Bunk who has 
been at 
Seagoville for two 
years. “ It remains to be seen 
what w ill happen when our 


resident teachers leave. There 
are few situations where an ex­ 
pert is incarcerated.” 
The expert in Seagoville is 
Michael Clegg, 37, who said he 
had practiced meditation for 
three years before entering 
prison. 
“ People in prison are looking 
for inner peace,” Clegg said. 
“ And here there is a 
tre­ 
mendous amount of free time 
available to look for inner 
peace. 
“ When I first b^an the pro­ 
gram after getting approval 
from the psychologists, I was 
considered a weirdo, but not 
any more. 
“ Now 
alm ost 
everybody 
wants to be a part. Even the 
associate warden has turned 
into a most beautiful, decent- 
fellow.” 
Bunk said it’s in “ vogue” to 
be into meditation at the in­ 
stitution. 
“ I plan to submit a full re­ 
port on the program to Wash­ 
ington when I have more statis­ 
tical data,” Bunk said. “ I don’t 
think it would work everywhere 
because most places would 
have to institute the program 
through the staff and prisoners 
are not receptive to staff-run 
programs.” 
Bunk said early research has 
shown inmates not practicing 
meditation were eight times 
more likely to be punished for 
antisocial behavior in the facil­ 
ity.

We had to be able to see 
them and know what they were 
doing all the tim e,” said Reath. 
Reath worked nights in the 
Peoria yards. When it was cold 
he might take an hour and a 
half to dress for the job, pulling 
on two sets of long underwear, 
overalls, mitts, a jacket and 
cap. 
“ My mother used to tamp my 
lunch down in the bucket with 
her foot,” he said. “ You could 
really put it away on the mid­ 
night shift.” 
Sometimes, in fact, it got so 
cold that the only way to keep 
out of the wind was to bury 
yourself in the coal, he said. 
“ We didn’t have cabooses 
and when we did get them, no­ 
body’d ride in them because of 
the bed bugs,” said Reath. 
But it is the steam engines— 
the mighty empresses of the 
American rails—which appear 
to stick most in his mind. Like 
an empress, they could be orne­ 
ry, but always majestic. 
“ By golly they were some­ 
thing,” said Reath. “ Carried 
180,000 gallons of water in the 
tank. In those days, when they 
derailed, we’d get them back 
on with tim bers.” 
But he also recalls: “ Get 
down under one of those things 
and she’d drip hot steam down 
your neck.”

With U.S. mills o perating at 
near capacity , lo cating ex tra 
supplies may beco me difficult, 
Serrill said. 
And Canadian 
mills wo uld require two o r 


th ree weeks to resume th eir 
full production after a strike 
settlement, h e said. 
On average, American news­ 
papers h ad at th e end of No­ 
vember enough newsprint to 
last 38 days, with anoth er five 
days supply in sh ipment, ac­ 
cording to th e latest figures of 
th e American Newspaper Pub­ 
lish ers Association. 
Th at compares to an average 
68 -day supply at th e end of Au­ 
gust, and does not reflect th e 
traditional swelling of con­ 
sumption during th e Ch ristmas 
season, wh en advertising vol­ 
ume is h igh er. 
In winter, wh en weath er con­ 
ditions can delay sh ipments, 
papers usually would like to 
h ave enough to last 45 to 50 
days, Serrill said.

LANSING, 111. (AP) — A 
painting bough t for $12 by a 
Lansing man in England may 
be a priceless Rembrandt. 
After a nigh t under lock and 
key with th e Lansing police, th e 
painting was taken Wednesday 
to an unknown location by its 
owner wh o plans to h ave it ex­ 
amined by experts. 
Lansing police said th e own­ 
er, wh om th ey refused to iden­ 
tify, took th e painting to be 
cleaned recently and an art 
dealer uncovered some initials 
in th e lower left h and corner 
th at migh t be Rembrandt’s. 
But a Rembrandt expert says 
th at wh ile “it is not beyond th e 
realm of possibility somebody 
could discover an original, th e 
ch ances are pretty slim. Th ere 
are a lot of copies th at sh ow up 
from time to time.” 
Capt. Gale Murrin of th e Lan­ 
sing Police Department said, 
“Even somebody like myself 
wh o doesn’t know much about 
art could tell it’s an old, old, 
old painting Wt' treated it like 
it was painted by th e master 


himself.” 
Th e art dealer wh o cleaned it 
th ough t th e painting, about 15- 
by-30 inch es in size and possi­ 
bly depicting St. Francis or St. 
Jerome, could be an undiscov­ 
ered Rembrandt, Murrin said. 
Ch arles Cunningh am, ch ief 
curator of th e Clark Art In­ 
stitute in Williamstown, Mass., 
and an expert on th e 17th cen­ 
tury painter, said less th an a 
dozen Rembrandts h ave been 
found th is century. 
He said it is impossible to 
predict wh at th e painting could 
be worth if auth entic, adding 
th at some originals are worth 
$5 million, but oth ers h ave been 
“found and sold for quite mod­ 
est amounts." 
Lansing auth orities said th e 
owner brough t th e painting to 
th e police station for safekeep­ 
ing Tuesday until h e could h ire 
private security guards. 
“We took no ch ances th at it 
wasn’t worth millions of dol­ 
lars,” Murrin said, expressing 
relief th at th e painting was no 
longer a police responsibility

Most delegate candidates are committed

SPRINGFIELD , 111. (AP) - 
Candidates hopeful of becoming 
delegates to national political 
conventions have begun to line 
up for Illinois’ March 16 pri­ 
mary election. 
And early reports from the 
state Board of Elections show a 
majority of the candidates are 
listing a preference for an an­ 
nounced presidential campaign­ 
er or some other political fig­ 
ure not officially in the run­ 
ning. 
The eight-day filing period 
for delegates began Wednes­ 
day, and board officials esti­ 
mated more than 550 candi­ 
dates submitted nominating pe­ 
titions on the first day. 
Illinois’ election laws permit 
candidates to state a prefer­ 
ence for a particular candidate 
for president, if any, or to run 
uncommitted. If the candidate 
states a preference, that name 
will appear on the ballot after 
that of the candidate for dele­ 
gate. 
About 20 per cent of the more 
than 150 persons who filed 


Wednesday to be Republican 
delegates listed themselves un­ 
committed, while most of the 
rest declared a preference for 
President Gerald Ford or for­ 
mer California Gov. Ronald 
Reagan.. 
Less than 20 per cent of the 
nearly 400 persons who filed for 
seats as delegates to the Demo­ 
cratic National Convention said 
they were uncommitted. There 
were 11 names listed as presi­ 
dential preferences by candi­ 
dates for Democratic delegate 
seats. 
Delegates who run committed 
to a particular person are un­ 
der no legal obligation to vote 
for that person at a nominating 
convention. 
Democrats will elect 155 of 
the 169 delegates and 72 of the 
83 alternates allocated to Il­ 
linois, while Republican voters 
will pick 96 of 101 delegates and 
96 of 101 alternates that party 
has given the state. The re­ 
maining delegates and alter­ 
nates will be selected at party 
conventions this spring. 
Chicago Mayor Richard J. 
Daley was entered as a candi­ 


date for Democratic delegate 
from the 5th District and will 
lead a slate of candidates 
pledged to Sen. Adlai Stevenson 
of Illinois. 
Stevenson says he isn’t a can­ 
didate for president, l?ut Daley 
and state Democratic Chair­ 
man John Touhy have encour­ 
aged party organization leaders 
in all 24 districts to field slates 
of delegates committed to the 
senator. 
Delegates pledged to Steven­ 
son filed in all but five congres­ 
sional districts on Wednesday. 
Backers of former Georgia 
Gov. Jimmy Carter filed as 
candidates in ll districts, and 
Carter aides said he would 
have delegates in 16 districts, 
including one in Chicago. 
Candidates pledged to Ala­ 
bama Gov. George Wallace en­ 
tered in six districts. Wallace 
plans to run for delegates in 
all 24 congressional districts, 
his aides say, including the sev­ 
en Chicago districts which pres­ 
idential candidates traditionally 
have avoided in deference to 
Daley. 
Former Oklahoma Sen. Fred 


Harris also has indicated he 
will field delegates in some 
Chicago districts. Candidates 
committed to Harris filed in 14 
districts Wednesday and aides 
said Harris will have delegates 
entered in at least 18 districts. 


Although Sen. Hubert Humph­ 
rey of Minnesota has said he 
will not campaign for the presi­ 
dential nomination, persons in 
eight districts entered the dele­ 
gate contest Wednesday com­ 
mitted to him. 


Delegates pledged to an­ 
nounced presidential contender 
Rep. Morris Udall of Arizona 
filed in three districts, in­ 
cluding the 10th north of Chi­ 
cago 
and 
21st 
including 
Champaign. 


And there were isolated in­ 
stances of candidates listing a 
preference 
for 
presidential 
hopefuls R. Sargent Shriver of 
Maryland, Sen. Henry Jackson 
of Washington, and Sen. Birch 
Bayh of Indiana and for Sen. 
Edward Kennedy of Massachu­ 
setts or Sen. Walter Mondale of 
Minnesota, both of whom say 


they are not running for presi­ 
dent. 
Yet another factor in the 
Democratic delegate election 
will be Gov. Daniel Walker. 
He has vowed to support 
delegate candidates opposing 
the party organization’s candi­ 
dates in every district in Il­ 
linois. His aides have said some 
delegates will run listing Walk­ 
er as their preference for presi­ 
dent although they quickly add 
the governor is not a candidate 
for president. 


The Elections 
Board list 
showed no one entered Wednes­ 
day pledged to Walker. 
Among the Republicans can­ 
didates who pledged to neither 
Ford nor Reagan, one person 
entered committed to Sen. 
Charles Percy of Illinois, who 
is not a candidate. 


Illinois will also have a non­ 
binding presidential preference 
primary election on March 16. 
Ford and Reagan are entered 
in the Republican contest, while 
Wallace, Carter, Harris and 
Shriver are in the Democratic 
race.

Tips fo r win ter fish in g 
We T reat Yo u 
ROYALLY! 


CENT RALIA, 111. (AP) - 
Some anglers would have you 
believe there’s no sport fishing 
in the winter. But with proper 
information, some patience and 
appropriate insulation, frigid 
fishing could be your ticket out 
of the house this weekend. 
Cold weather, the experts 
say, drives lake fish to deep 
water and slows down their 
metabolism. T hat means they 
eat 
less—and 
consequently 
don’t bite as often—and are 
harder to find. 
But fish still have to eat. So 
it’s just a matter of finding 
them, dangling a tempting lure 
and waiting them out. 
First you have to know where 
to go. Picking the right spot is 
more important than water 
temperature or depth. Folks 
who’ve tried bank on spots 40-to 
60-feet deep where a creek 
channel or ditch intersects an­ 
other at the edge of a flat 
sandy bottom. If the channels 
are of unequal depth, so much 


the better. 
An electronic depth finder 
will show the structure you’re 
looking for as a pie-shaped 
wedge. Lake maps should help 
the hunt of the gadgetless an­ 
gler. 
Once a likely spot located, 
jigging or yo-yoing a heavy 
lure should produce white or 
black bass. 
T he theory is that the wedge 
is a natural haven for schoools 
of bass and their favorite meal, 
shad; all the comforts of home. 
Stationed above the wedge, 
the fisherman should lower his 
lure straight to the bottom, jerk 
it up about two feet and allow 
it to flutter back. It’s important 
that the lure hit bottom each 
time. At such depths vibration 
and sound will attract fish that 
can’t see as well in the murky 
waters. 
On a clear day, when light 
penetrates deeper, a spoon lure 
may work. Vibrating lures are 
more successful during typical 


winter overcast. 
Lower the tip of the rod fast 
enough to let the lure flutter 
down naturally. Most of the 
strikes will come on the down- 
stroke. But remember to keep 
the slack out and watch the line 
constantly. It’s often hard to 
tell when the fish has hit. 
If the line moves the least bit 
or the lure feels even a little 
different, reel it in to check. 
Flourescent line is a big help 
here. 


Meanwhile patience is the 
watchword. T wo hours or more 
m$y pass before a sluggish 
bass decides to investigate the 
lure. But once you’ve got one in 
the boat you can be confident 
of more to come. 
Better still, the spot may be 
good for six weeks or more, 
given the reluctance of the fish 
to leave their food supply. With 
a little luck the same school 
could just see you through until 
spring.

NEW YORK - (NEA) - 
Fittingly, it is the business end 
of the recording industry that 
dominates music headlines now 
as 1975 fades into the Bicen­ 
tennial year. 
Warner Bros., Elektra and 
Atlantic recording labels may 
make millions from the gold 
and platinum Lps thier im­ 
pressive stable 
of artists 
records, but they plan to stay as 
far away as possible from the 
actual 
manufacturing 
of 
records. 
The W EA trio just contracted 
Capitol Records to manufac­ 
ture discs and prerecorded 
tapes for them. Sounds a little 
like Chrysler producing cars 
for General Motors.

But the Dead died 
for a variety of reasons, fear of 
infinitely spinning their wheels 
among the more important 
ones. 
Now Weir enchants a new 
generation with harderrocking. 
less complicated tunes with his 
band “ Kingfish.” 
He acknowledges there’s a 
new generation of very young 
listeners out there who equate 
Deadheads with flappers. “ But 
we do a very different kind of 
music than the Dead,” he says. 
“ Kingfish is definitely con­ 
temporary in sound, much 
rougher. We don’t want to 
recreate the Dead’s music. We 
want 
our 
own 
individual 
sound,” he says. 
“ There’s a lot of validity to 
kids’ music today because it 
reflects what they feel now. I 
never considered the Dead a 
‘kids’ band’ at any time; we 
played sophisticated rock ’n 
roll.” 
Lest Weir fans assume then 
that he’s planning to settle 
down 
with 
Kingfish, 
Mr. 
Spock’s quote comes to mind 
again. 
“ There’s always the 
possibility the Dead may 
reunite,” he says. “ I ’ve sung a 
few times recently with Keith 
and Donna Godschaux (both 
former Dead members). Their 
drummer is Bill Kreutzman

(also exDead) and I see Jerry 
(Garcia) whenever I’m home. 
We’re all the best of friends. We 
never parted because of per­ 
sonnel hassles.

All but two day s o f “ Ro o ster

o f Oreg o n, mo stly alo ng the 
Ro g ue Riv er. Wallis say s that, 
o n the set, ev ery o ne was 
waiting fo r the firewo rks to be­ 
g in, fo r so me sho w o f tem­ 
peram ent fro m

firewo rks. 
“ It was a difficult lo catio n,”

NEW YORK (AP) - A majo r 
questio n that affects all man­ 
kind is being asked to day : Who 
has custo dy o f the letter “ N,” 
the mig hty Natio nal Bro ad­ 
casting Co . o r the tiny Nebras­ 
ka Educatio nal Telev isio n Net­ 
wo rk? 
Do n’t laug h. This is serio us. 
NBC spent 1 4 mo nths po ndering 
and planning a new co rpo rate 
identificatio n sy mbo l to replace 
o ne in use since Jan. 1 4 , 1 959, a 
serpentine v ersio n o f the letters 
NBC. 
Ex ecutiv es bro o ded and mul­ 
led, co stly research was o r­ 
dered and a hig h-po wered co r­ 
po rate desig n firm, Lippinco tt 
& Marg ulies, Inc., o f 
New 
Yo rk, was summo ned to lend a 
hand. 
It was no small matter, since 
the chang eo v er o f a bro adcast 
firm’s co rpo rate sy mbo l can 
co st hundreds o f tho usands o f 
do llars, since ev ery thing fro m 
statio n breaks to statio nery 


must bear the new sig n. 
In April, when NBC’s mulling 
still was g o ing o n, Ro n Hull, 
pro g ram manag er o f Nebras­ 
ka’s nine-statio n public TV sy s­ 
tem, decided his netwo rk also 
needed a new sy mbo l. He didn’t 
kno w NBC had planned o ne. 
He summo ned NETV’s art di­ 
recto r, Bill Ko rbus, and asked 
him to draw up so me ideas. 
Three weeks and less than $1 00 
wo rth o f materials later, Hull 
say s, his 2 5 -member staff cho se 
the winning sy mbo l by a 1 3 to 
1 2 v o te. 
On Dec. 3 0, NBC held a news 
co nference to unv eil its new 
sy mbo l. It was an abstract v er­ 
sio n o f the letter “ N” which o n 
co lo r TV is red and blue. 
On New Year’s Day , Hull 
was watching NBC’s prev iew o f 
the To urnament o f Ro ses pa­ 
rade, saw the new NBC sy mbo l 
and was flat startled. 
He said it was identical to the 
futuristic “ N” NETV has used 
in its newspaper ads since June 
and in its bro adcasts since fall.
